Green, Dean of the Law School at 
Washington University, before a 
group of almost one hundred wom- 
en attending the final meeting on 
civil rights and liberties series con- 
ducted by the Women’s Division of 
the Jewish Federation of St. Louis. 

The meeting took place last Tues- 
day morning in the home of Mrs. 
Morris Shenker, Topping Road, 
who was chairman of the commit- 
tee for the series which was en- 
titled, “Tell It Straight.” 

Dean Green pointed out that 
under the Constitution a witness 
in court has such protections as 
the right to counsel or not testify- 
ing against himself, but in the 
case of Congressional investiga- 
tions there are no Constitutional 
safe-guards. 

Need for some form of regula- 
tions of Congressional Investiga- 
tions has become apparent stated 
Dean Green from the problems that 
arose through the investigations of

Lilienthal Plans 
Cause Of Anxiety 
For Egypt Jews 

NEW YORK— The activities of 
an American propagandist for the 
Arab cause in the Middle East has 
placed the Egyptian - Jewish com- 
munity in a difficult position, ac- 
cording to reports received from 
Egypt. 

In an interview' published in the 
English language “Egyptian Ga- 
zette” of Cairo, Alfred Lilenthal, 
of Washington, D. C., author of 
the pro-Arab book, “What Price 
Israel” publicly proposed that rep- 
resentatives of the Egyptian Jew- 
ish community come to the United 
States • to propagandize against 
Zionism. The Egyptian Jewish com- 
munity is in a state of trepidation 
as a result of Lilenthal’s plan, 
which he proposed after a meeting 
with Egyptian Prime Minister Ga- 
mal Abdul Nasser. Egyptian Jew- 
ish leaders fear that Lilienthal’s 
meddling in the Middle East jeop- 
ardizes the existence of Jewish life 
in Egypt and other Ai'ab states.

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CHANUKAH TO . 
START AT SUNSET 
SUNDAY, DEC. 19 

The celebration of Chanukah, the 
eight-day Jewish holiday, begins at 
sunset, Sunday, December 19. 

Known variously as the Festival 
of the Maccabees, of Dedication, 
and of the Lights, Chanukaah com- 
memorates the struggle of the Jews 
against the Syrian monarch, Antio- 
chus, who sought to impose pagan- 
ism upon them towards the close 
of the first century before the 
Common era. Led by the Macca- 
beans, the Judeans fought the over- 
whelmingly superior forces of the 
world’s mightiest nation for five 
years, and ultimately were victori- 
ous. Their success insured the sur- 
vival of Judaism and is also credit- 
ed with paving the way for the 
future emergence of Christianity. 

With victory, the first act of the 
triumphant Jews was the rededica- 
tion of the temple in Jerusalem, 
which had been desecrated by the 
invaders. The word, “Chanukah,” 
means dedication. To observe the 
festival and history’s first struggle 
for religious freedom, lights are 
lit on a special candelabrum (men- 
orah) each night for eight nights, 
one the first night, two the sec- 
ond night, and so on, and prayers 
are voiced, thanking God for in- 
stilling the love of freedom into 
human hearts. 

In synagogues, special supplica- 
tions glorifying spiritual heroism 
are recited and sung. A typical 
Chanukah sentiment is contained in 
a passage from the Chanukah 
ritual read during the festival: 

“With the loyalty and zeal of 
the Maccabees, may we overcome 
the dark forces of tyranny, preju- 
dice and hatred and spread the 
light of liberty, brotherhood and 
peace among men.” 


Orthodox Rabbinate Blasts 
Conservatives On Changes 
Of Jewish Marriage Contract 


NEW YORK, N. Y.— -The Ortho- 
dox Rabbinate of America today 
condemned the recent action by the 
Conservative movement in altering 
the traditional Jewish marriage 
contract and establishing a “so- 
called Beth Din” as representing 
“the gravest implications to the 
sanctity of Jewish life in America 
and a most disastrous disavowal of 
the principles of Jewish Law.” 

Speak For 900 Rabbis 

Joining in the statement were 
the Rabbinical Council of America, 
representing 600 Orthodox Rabbis 
in the United States and Canada 
and the Rabbinical Alliance of 
America, speaking in behalf of 300 
more Orthodox Rabbis. Endorse- 
ment of the condemnation came 
from the heads of all’ Jewish Ortho- 
dox Theological Seminaries and the 
Chief Rabbis of England and Israel. 

A joint statement of the Rabbis 
called upon the Conservative move- 
ment to withdraw its proposal im- 
mediately in the name of Jewish 
unity. “Should they persist, how- 
ever, the Orthodox Rabbinate, here- 
by ai’ises their co-religionists of 
their religious decision that the use 
of this amended Kethubah is for- 
bidden. No Rabbi will officiate in 
any capacity -in any ceremony 
where it is used. No acts or de- 
cisions of the projected Beth Din 
of the Conservative Rabbinate will 
be recognized as valid. A religious 
divorce granted by this Beth Din 
will not be honored. Should any one 
remarry on the basis of such a 
divorce he may endanger his re- 
ligious family status and that of 
his offspring,” the statement read. 


I ”The Orthodox Rabbinate cannot 
I countenance this projected tamper- 
ing with these domestic relations 
by a group which has constantly 
demonstrated its denial of the de- 
vine character of the Law or by its 
“so-called Beth Din” which arro- 
gates on to itself a traditional 
name and thus seeks to convey the 
erroneous impression that it is act- 
ing w’ithin the divinely revered Hal- 
achic tradition, when in fact it con- 
ceives of Jewish Law as merely 
customary — a matter of folkways 
and mores,” they said. 

The Orthodox Rabbis pointed out 
that not only will any act of the 
projected Beth Din be regarded as 
Invalid but any action taken by 
them in relation to the maiTiage 
contract will be invalid and en- 
danger the family status. More- 
over, they pointed out the entire 
action is contrary to Jewish Law 
as well as the civil laws of this 
country.

TREE OR MENORAH? 

“Why don't you just buy a tree and be done with it?” 

Nearly every Jewish parent can relate an incident when this ques- 
tion put him on the spot. The answer is usually a weak attempt to give 
a two-minute sermonette on the history of the Jewish people, or a sub- 
terfuge taking advantage of the accident of time, “Don’t w’orry we have 
our Jewish Christmas, only we call it Chanukah.” 

The question of Chanukah and Christmas is usually a parent’s prob 
lem. It touches Jewish children especially hard during the first year 
at school. 

In many Jewish homes it takes little nudging from Junior to buy a 
Christmas tree. Its beauty seems to make up for any uneasy feeling. 
Further doubts as to the propriety to have a Christian symbol is silenced 
by the knowledge that Judaism has definitely no objection to the 
Christmas spirit of good will to men; therefore, why not use one' of 
its symbols? 

To celebrate Christmas in any way in a Jewish homo is funda 
mentally wi'ong from a social and religious point of view. Although 
much of the religiosity of Christmas has been lost by commercial 
exploitation, Christmas is not an American folk festival. It celebrates 
the birth of Christ. 

,We are not advocating spiritual ghettoism. We are advocating the 
development of a Jewish home, well-integrated, with a consistent Jewish 
frame of living. 

Some parents, w'ho basically frown upon a Christian symbol in a 
Jewish home, plead that Junior is too young to understand. “Let him 
grow up and he’ll get over it." 

Get over what? That he is a Jew? That he has a different religion 
than his friend? Does it solve a problem to postpone its solution? Or 
is it preferable to wait for some thoughtless word, which will have 
Junior come home and ask, “Ma, I am not a Jew, am I?”

YOU and YOUR CHILD

Various phases of early child 
, rearing will be the topic of a series 
' of columns in future weeks. Having 
completed eating, we will move on 
to toilet training, nocturnal as well 
ase diurnal (daytime) continence, 
progressive separation from parents 
leading up to successful all day 
school attendance, social relation- 
ship with children and adults, self 
care in dressing, 
clean i n e s s and 
■ 'feeding, regard 
for property, and 
’ the successful self 
control of un- 
pleasant and un- 
desirable atti- 
tudes or behavior. 
Since these will 
stretch over many 
months, specif i c 
requests will be 
given priority on 
the assumpt i o n 
that any one per- 
son who writes in represents a 
larger group than any guess of 
mine can anticipate. 

As an introduction may I state 
that whether what I have written 
or will write, makes sense to you, 
largely depends on what may be 
called your “prevailing family at- 
mosphere.” Tliis basic quality of a 
family varies only slightly once 
it is “set” by a couple in the early 
years of their marriage. It does 
not change much after children 
come. But we do get a much better 
picture then, because life gets in- 
finitely more varied and compli- 
cated with children, and the “at- 
mosphere” is more fully displayed. 
This quality of the family may be 
inferred from prominent features 
of the emotional enteraction of 
the couple, and from what they 
consider most important or most 
valuable in their habitual behavior, 
and in the raising of their children. 

Some families seem to be en- 
tirely food centered. The process 


contents other than brains. Aca- 
demic honors and high grades, art, 
literature, music, culture, and the 
contents of books seem the im- 
portant things in life. 

Then there is the family that 
lives on its past history. On brief 
acquaintance the family tree, go- 
ing back several generations, is 
spread out to impress. Of course, 
only the prize fruit is on display. 
By contrast we have the family 
that is preoccupied with its dreams 
of the future. Ail kinds of depri- 
vations, and distresses are justi- 
fied as the foundations of that 
“dream house” which never seems 
to get built . 

And, too frequently, we find the 
“money" family. Among people of 
modest means, as well as the af- 
fluent, we find families where we 
quickly observe that everything 
has a price tag. Sometimes the 
price tag must be very low, to im- 
press the observer with bargain 
hnding ability. At other times, it 
must be very high to impress with 
affluence. The actual price is often 
irrelevant. Even people in such 
families have a price tag. A person 
I know, after a ten minute con- 
sultation with his records, can tell 
you how much his wife cost from 
their first date, and how much 
each of his children cost from the 
first visit to the obstetrician. 

There are authoritative families 
where one person is boss (and it is 
not necessarily father). The others 
can’t call their soul their own. 
And the democratic family may 
too often be a polite way of des 
cribing the anarchic family. 

All these qualities and interests 
are necessary and important at 
different times in a family^s life, 
But when one quality monopolizes 
the situation, controls the entire 
family life, and maintaines its in- 
flexible dominance through thick 
and thin, some mighty severe dis- 
turbances^ are bound to develop as

Last week the Women’s Division 
of the Jewish Federation completed 
a highly successful series of four 
meetings on current problems in 
the area of human and civil rights 
entitled “Tell It Straight.” The un- 
usually high attendance at these 
sessions attested to the fact that 
thinking people continue to be 
very much disturbed about what is 
happening today to their rights 
and liberties as individuals. 

Some of those in attendance were 
a little surprised to learn of the 
Federation’s interest in this sub- 
ject matter. They had been under 
the impression that the Federation 
limits itself to the areas of health, 
recreation, services to families and 
children, and the like. 

Actually, the Federation has re- 
sponsibility for the health and wel- 
fare of the Jewish community in 
a broad sense. Whatever affects 
the social well being of the Jewish 
community as a whole is of con- 
cern to the Federation. 

Maintenance of the dignity of the 
individual and the preservation of 
his freedom and other rights has 
always been a prime concern of 
Jews — not only for themselves 'but 
for all people. It is not achieved 
except by constant vigilance and 
devoted effort. 

In recognition of the importance 
of this field of endeavor the Fed- 
eration allocates a total of almost 
$100,000.00 per year in support of
